For none 
of theſe Interpretations will agree with the metaphorical 
Delcription of thele two Wirtneſles verle 4. 

Theſe two Wien: fles' are the. faithful! Minifers of 
Chriſt, called two Olive-trees, verſe 4. Alluding to 
them two Olive-Branches, Zech. 4.3.11, 12,13, 14. 
Theſe are the two aneinted ones, which through the two gol- 
den Pipes empty the golden oyl out. of themſelves. That is to 
ſay,They are the Miniſters and Prophets of the Lord, who: 
( under the Goſpel ) have receivedan wndion from the 
holy One, Chriſt 615, 1 Fob# 2.20.27. As the Prielts 
and Prophets did ( under.the.

The finiſhing Teſtimony of Chriſts two Prophetical Wit- 
neſles is the Goſpel of the Kingdom of our Lord Jeſis 
Chriſt ; which mutt be Preached in all the World for a 
Witneſs unto all Nations. Math. 24.14. And then ſhall 
the End be. Therefore, that is their finiſhing Tcſtimo- 
ny. Let it be Conſidered, that the Prophetical Witnc(- 
ſes of Chriſt, ( xamely bis faithful Miniſters) during the 
1260. Years of their Teſiimony have had a threefold 
Teſtimony to bear for Chriſt againſt Anti-Chriſt, viz, 
Firſt, for the prophetical Office of Chriſt ag2inſt the Papal 
Bealt and the falſe Prophet : which Tcſtimony the faith- 
ful Miniſters of Chriſt have in the daies of their propheſy-

There (os the Prickly Office of Chit 
againtt Anti-Chriſt, Myſtical-Babilon, the Beaki, the 
preat Whore, and the falſe Prophet, which Teltimony 
the faithful Miniſtess of Chrili hive born likewiſe in the 
daics of thcir Propheſying in Sackcloth, touching the true 
and pure Worſhip of God in the Adminiſtration of his 
holy Ordinances; againſt the Superſticious and falle 
Worſhip of the Beaſt, the Chusch of Rome her Preicſis and 
Jeſuits in their Idolatrous Worlhip of God by Images, 
Crucitizes, Ave Maria's, Maſſes, &c. «ſpecially, the papal 
principal Idol-work, of theis Breaden-God by their Su» 
perititious, and blaſphemous Invention of T ranſubftan- 
tiation of the Bread and Wine into the very true and 
real Body and Blood of Chxilt by vertuc of the Prieſts 
Conſecration.

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The War, which the Beaſt ſhall make againſt Chriſts 
-prophetical--Witneſſes, whereby HE ſhall overcome 
them and kill them, is an open, vilible, and publick 
Oppoſition whichthe Enemics of Chriſt, his Churche 
es, Miniſters, and Saints do make againſt them, either 
by open Hotility, as the Popes and Emperours Forces 
did againſt the Proteftants in Germany; or elſe by Publick 
Edics, and Laws, as the Papiſts did againſt the Prote- 
ftants in England in Queen Mary's daies, by a violent and 
Bloody Perſecution : which hath ever been the Pra- 
Rice of the Popes and Papiſts ; Pope Alexander the third, 
about the year1159.and the popilhPowers perſecuted the 
Waldenſes with a great and bloody Perſccution 3 Aﬀer- 
wards' about 1464. the 1Waldenſes, the Whickgeviſts, the 
Huſſites, and their followers were violently perſecutcd e- 
ven to Dcath, under the Name of Lollards. And at this 
wery Time the Papiſts, with their Adherents, and Ab- 
bettors have an Helliſh Plot and a bloody Deſign to de- 
ſiroy the Proteſtants, and the Proteſtant Religion in En- 
glaud, and to Reelſtabliſh Popery, and Reinforce that 
bloody Religion by Fire and Sword. p 


And (hall overcome them, and Kill them. 


Some Miniſters and ſome Members of Churches will 
be overcome by ſear, others by flatteries 3 the rhouths of 
ſome will be ſtopt by Preferment; others will be filenced 
by threatning, by Excommunication and by perſecution, 
and fo far overcome, as they will ceaſe for a Time tot ear 
their Teltimony againſt the Beaſt ſo publickly and vigo- 
roxſly, as they did before. But that will not appeaſe the 
Rage and great wrath of the Beaſtz for he will proceed 
further, and will Kill them, that {ti!l go on boldly and 
conftantly to bear their Teſtimony againſt him, his Wor- 
ſbip, and his Kingdom, Rev. 13. 15,16,17, The Kil- 

ling of the ewo-Witneſſes doth not fignific a Corporal- 
death only, or principally, for ſuch a Death doth not fully 
2grec totheir lying unburyed in the (ireets of the City : 

nor 
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nor fo their ReſurreRion, verſe, 1 9. 11. but it is rather 
a Metaphorical Expreſſion by which Jeſus Chriſt meant 
and intended both a Civil and an Ecclefiafticel Death or 
depravation, and deprivation of life, and livelihood : 
Some of them ſhall be deprived of all their Civil Righes , 
Priviledges, and Libertics : their Eſtates will be Contiſca» 
ted, Profcribed, or Decimated, &c. Their Perſons con- 
hned, impriſoned, or baniſhed, &ec. and in fine all their 
Livings and Livelihood taken from them by the Beaſt, 
and his Inftruments of Cruelty. And others of them 
ſhall be deprived of all their Eccleſiaſtical Rights, Privi- 
viledges, and Libertics: yea their Love to Chriit will 
decay, their Zeal for the Glory of God will cool, and 
their Spiritxal vigour againſt Anti-Chrift, and his falſe 
Dccrines, Swperjtitions Worſhip, and ryrannical Go- 
vernment will taint and be ready to die. 

The Darkneſs and blackneſs of the DAY ofthe Death 
of the 1wo- Witneſſes will be very great, for they will be 
deprived of that Spirit of Life, which they formerly 
had, and manifeſted for Chriſt. againſt the Man of Sin 
and Son of Perdition, that Sits in the Temple of God. 
Some of the Witneſſes, ( wor all of them) will fall from 
their firſt Love, looſe their former zeal, and become 
Luke-Warm 3 Some of them will fall in with the grand 
Apotafie of theſe latter daies : and thereby be deprived of 
that vigour and Spirit of Life, which they had. And 
this Spiritual kind of Death is called here the Killing of 
the Witneſſes; for as their Reſurrefibn ſhall be by the 
Spirit of Life from God entring into them, Rev. 21. 11. 
-—— 7 Death will be by being deprived of the Spirit of 
Life.

And their dead bodies ſhall lie in the ftreet of the great 
city, which ſpiritually is called Sodom, and Egypt, where 
#1jo our Lord was crucified. 


In this verſe Jefus Chriſt ſhewed his Servant Joby, 
where his two-Prophetical-Witneſſes ſhall be Killed, 
vis. In the Street of the great City, which great Ciry is 
Spiraual _— Sodom and Egypt, even where our Lord 
ws . | 

This great City is Myſterje, Babylon the Great, Rev. 
17. 5. that City, which then Reigned over the Kings of 
the Earth, Rev 17.18. The Romax-papal- Domition, 
to wit, the whole 'Anti-Chriftian Kingdomvot che Boaft, 
the Great-Whore, and the Falfe- Prophet, called the Man 
of Sin, and the Anti-Chrifi, &c. {3 

The Street of the great City, is the Place 'where 
Dead-Bodies of the two lain Witneſfes lie utibutied for. a 
Time. Which Place being ſpoken of by way of Emizen- 
xy, miſt de underſtood either in Refurion unto the Two- 
Witntfſts, or in Relarion unto the Beaſt that fhall Kill 
them, ot it! Reluriox'nito both. Now take either of 
theſe, or both ; And it doth not, it cannot fignife the 
whole, Kingdom 'of Myſtica-Babytoz 4 becauſe that is 
the Ciry, as before proved, notthe Streer which js after 
vetrz. called the temch part of the greurCiry.. / Nor 
are all* che Witneifes of Chrilt in'the Streer beat prect 
City Killed, brit - very many of them - for there 
were ſome alive, who called to» theſe dead witneſſes, 
when the Spirit of Life from God, was again entred 
into them, ſaying, Come »p bither &c, verſe 11, 
I2. . 

* "Therefore by the Street of the great City we are to 
underſtand, ſome part of it, and not the whole City. : 
thats, ſome very eminent and famous Kingdom, where 
theſe two-Witneſſes have moſt eminently born their Te- 
ſtimony 
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ſti for Chriſt apatnſt the Beaſt, the great Whore 
the Church of Romie, and the falſe Prophet, the Pope, the 
P apal» Prolacy, and the-Popiſh-Clergy.. Which is ( in my 
Opinion ) this Kingdom of England. Vorthe higheſt, 
and moſt eminent Feſtimony: bt Chriſt his Kingdom,

And they of the people, and kindreds, and tongues , 
and Nations, ſhall ſee their dead bodies three daies and 
an balf, and ſhall not ſuffer their dead bodies to be put in 

raves. 

And they that dwell wpon the Earth ſhall rejoyce over 
them, and make merry, and ſhall ſend gifts one ts another : 
becauſe that theſe two Prophets tormented them that dwelt 
on the Earth, 


The two-Witneſſes being Killed, ſome pity. them, 
others rejoyce over them, and moſt of the People will 
not ſuffer their Dead Bodies to be put in Graves. The 
Beaſt having killed the ' Witneſſes, would have them buri- 
ed, that their Names, and their Teſtimony might not be 
Remembred .: But they of the Peoples, &c. would not 
ſuffer their Names to periſh, nor their Teſtimony to be 
forgotten: They would not ſuffer their dead-bodies ys be 
put in Graves. Which ſome Expoſitors underſtand to 
be an Ac of pity and good will, and favour towards the 
two-Witnefſes and their Teſtimony. Other Expolitors 
Interpret their not Suffering of the dead-bodies of Chrilis 
Witneſſes to be put in Graves tobe an Ac of Enmity and 
Cruelty in thoſe of the Peoples, &'c. that rejoyced over 
them after they were Kill'd, who would not let them 
have a Chriſtian-burial. 
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And they that dwell upon the Earth ſhall rejoyce 
over them, and make merry, &c. ” 


As the Killing of theſe two-Wieneſſes is the loft Act of 
the Papal-power of the Beaſt : So the Rejoycing over 
their dead-bodies is the Laſt AR of the Whore's Joy ; 
And both theſe Acts are the Loft Sufferings of the Mini- 
ſters and Churches of Saints. For we never Read of 
the Beaſt's Power, the Whore's Joy, nor the Saints Suf- 
ferings after theſe their 1260.Daies, or forty two Months 
be fulfilled. , And theſe three daies and an halt are the 
Ending Time, and full Period of the Witneſſes 1260.

3, 19. do rejoyce at the Killing of Chriſts two-Wit- 
neſſes, and are ſo Merry, when they ſhall (ee their dead- 
bodies lying in the Street of the great City,is becauſe theſe 
two Propbets tormented them, that dwell on the Earth, 
verſe 10. which happened 1. By the Power of their Te- 
ſtimony upon ſome of their Conſciences, which cut them 
to the heart, as St. Stephens Teſtimony did theirs, Ads 7, 
51-54. 2+ By the guilt of the Blood of the Martyrs and 
Witneſſ.s of ]cfus, which wounded their Spirits where- 
by they were filled with Indignation againſt them, as the 
Scribes and Pharilces were, ſaying, Ads 15.17.25.33.

The Means of the My{ical Reſurretlion and Spiritual 
Reviveing of the two Witneſſes of Chriſt is here expret- 
ſed to be the Spirit of life from God, which entred into

they ftood upon their feet. That is, They were Raiſed, 
* revived, and ſtrengthened, imboldned, and encouraged 
by the Spirit of Life from God, which was powred up- 
on them, and entred into them to bear the ſame Telti- 
mony ot the Kingdom of Jeſus Chriti, againit the King- 
domof Anti-Chrilt, as formerly, and they were by the 
Divine power and afhitance ot that Spirit ot life inabled 
to (tand boldly and publickly to that Teſtimony of Chriſis 
Kingdom and Dominion, And this bears forms Ana- 
logy unto that Diſpenſation Prophelicd of, Ezek. 37. 5. 
rug: O my People I will put my Spirit in you, 
and ye ſhall live. 

The L OR D knowes, that his Servants, his Mini- 
ſters, kis Churches, and his Witnefles are not able to ſay, 
do, or ſuffer much for Chritt without his holy Spirit 
help and impower them, influence and athit- them. 
And therefore when God hath any eminent Work to 
do, or any excellent Witneſs to bear for Chriſt his 
Truth, Worſhip, or Kingdom 3 He doth not only Raiſe 
up his Inſtruments to do that Work, and Call up his 
Witneſſes to bear their Teſtimony, but He doth Spiric 
them thereunto.

10, who rejoyced over the dead Bodies of the 
ſlain Witneſſes : And now they are ſotcly amazed, 
and greatly afraid to ſee them ſtand upon thetr Feet : 
And great Fear fell upon them. This Fear is not that 
holy and filial Fear of God, which the Lore puts into 
the hearts of his new-Covenant People, Jer. 32.40, 
But it is that Terroxr and Dread, wherewith God (mites 
the Spirit and Conſcience of the Adverfarics of his Peo- 
ple, whereby they are Cut to the heart, as they were, 
Ad. 7. 54+

And they heard agreat voice from heaven, ſaying unto 
them, Come up hither, And they aſcended up to heaven 
ina cloud, and their enemies bebeldithens. 


The two Prophetical Witneſſes being now raiſed and 
Spirited for the Work of the Lord, are called up into 
an high Place and Condition, which Calling is, 1. By 
a great voice from Heaven, which +bey beard, 2, By 
that which the Voice faid unto ther, Come wp bither ; 
3. By their ready and willing Obedience unto that 
Heavenly Call : And they Aſcended wþ in a Chud , 
4. By their SpcQators, And their Enemies beheld 
them, . 

This voice from Heaven is the voice of the Lord, 
who ſpeaketh from Heaven to his Scrvants the Pro- 
phets in divers Manners, Heb. tr. 1, Andhe ſpake to 
his Apoſtles in Vilions, - As 18.9, The Lord fpake to 

his 
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his-People of old by the voice of his Prophets, AC. 3, 
21. And here the Lord ſpeaks unto his Raiſcd Wit- 
neſſes, by the voice of the Remnant of the Womans 
Seed, Kev. 12, 17. which kept the Commandments of 
Ged, aid have the Teſtimony #3 uw Chriſt, all the Time, 
that theſe zwo Witneſſes were ſlain, and lay dead, and 
diſperited : Who bcing gathered and Congregated to- 
gether, and having among themat this Time an Emi- 
nent Spirit of Propheſie ( which is the Teſtimony of Je- 
ſus, Rev. 19. 10, do Call thoſe Raiſed Witneſſes, into 
whom the Spirit of Life from God was Entered: Say- 
ing unto ther, Come #p hither, Come and Joyn with 
us in the Church of God, Come and Worſhip God 
with us, Come and helpus to carry on the Work of 
the Lord in his Churches of Saints according to his holy 
Word. 

Mcd. When the Witneſſes of Chriſt are kiled and 
diſperited, and lie ſlain nnder Deadneſs of Spirit, There 
will be even then a Remnant of the Womans Seed, which 
will keep the Commandments of Ged, and have the Te- 
ftimony of Jeſus. 

And they aſcended up to Heaven in a. Cloud, By Hea- 
ven in this verſe, wwe may underſtand the holy, Spiritu- 
al and glorious State of the Church of God kere on 
Earth in the latter Daics, Prophelied of, 1ſa. 28. 5. & 
60. 1.3.7- 13. 19, 20,21. & 62.3, 4, 5. 1.12, which 
ſhall be in the Time of Chrili's Kingdom on Earth, 
when the Church of God (hall be like a 1/oman clothed 
with the Sun, and tbe Moon under her feet, and upon 
ber head a Crown of twelve Stars, Rev. 12. 2. Even 
when the new Jeruſalem ſhall come down from God out of 
Heaven, prepared as a Bride adorued for her Husband, 
Rev. 21.1, 2, 3- 

This Cloud is a Cloud of Teſtimony : And there- 
fore were thoſe former Bclievers ( and Martyrs of 
eſis, Heb: 11. Chapter ) called a Cloud of Witne(- 
les/ Heb. 12.1. This Cloud may alſo bear ſome Allu- 
fiona to Chriſt's Transfiguration, Math, 17, 2. 3. or ra- 
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ther to his Aſcenſion, Ad. 1.9,10, 11. For the Spi- 
rit of Life from God entring into them, did not only 
transform them more and more into the Image of 
Chriſt, but did alſo Raiſe them into an higher and more 
heavenly frame of Spirit, than they had attained unto 
before they were Killed : in which ReſpeR, they are 
ſaid to ſtand upon. their Feet, as is Prophefied the Peo-: 
ple of the Jews ſhall do, at the Time of their Myti- 
cal Reſurre&ion, Exzek. 37. 3,4, 5-9, 10, 11 —14. 
compared with, Kom, 11. 15. & Iſa. 60. 2, 3.8, 


bv. 
their Enemies bebeld them. The Witneſſes Ene- 
mies ate the Roman Papal Monarchy, the Beaſt that Kil- 
led them, Myſtical-Babylon, the great Whore and her 
Daughters, thoſe Harlots, which are falſe Churches, 
and the falſe Prophet, thoſe Prieſts, Jeſuits, falſe Tea- 
chers, Seducers, and all them Adverfaries, that Rejoy- 
ced at the Dcath of the Witneſſes, and made Mc1 ry, 
and ſent Gifts one to another; verſ, 10. of this Chap- 
ter. Thoſe Enemies ſhall behold with Amazemert, 
Fear, and Horrour, theſe two Prophetical Witneſſes, 
when they ſhall Aſcend up to Heaven, that 4, when 
they ſhall be honoured, exalted, and dignitied in the 
glorious State of the Church of God on Earth.

And the ſame bour was there a great earthquake, aud 
the tenth part of the City fell, and in the eartbqutke were 
Pain of men ſeven thouſand, aud the remnant were of* 
frighted, and gave glory tothe God of beaven. 


This verſe contains the Concomitant Effkes of the 
Witneſſes Aſcenſion. And the ſame Hour, ( thats, at 
the ſame Time ) there was a great Earthquake, viz. 
great Commotions over-turnings, and terrible Shakings 
of Nations, in the Kingdom of the Beaſt. Math. 24. 
6, 7. Rev. 11. 19. & 16.18. Andthe Tenth of the Ci- 
zy fell. This City 1s that great City, verſe 8. and 
chap. 16.19. Myſtical-Babylon, That great City which 
Reigneth over the Kings of the Earth, Rev.17.18, And 
the Tenth part of that great City is One of the Ter 
Kingdomes, whoſe Kings have formerly given their 
power and ſtrength, and Kingdom unto the Beall, 
Rev. 17. 13. 17.verf. Till the word of God fhall be ful- 
filed. Which ( moſt probably ) is the Kingdom of En- 
gland, which will then certainly fall, that is, either fall 
off totally and finally from Myſtical-Babylon, the Pope, 
and Church of Rome : or elſe, tall, that is to ſay, It will 
be utterly Ruined, and Deſtroyed for adhering to, par- 
taking with, and SubjcCting under the Anti-Chriftian 
Yoke, power, and Dominion of the Beaſt and Whore of 
Rome, For when the LOR D ſhall glorifie the Houſe 
of his Glory, 1ſa. 60.7. Then that Nation and Kingdoms, 
that will not ſerve himſhall periſh, and be utterly waſted. 
Iſa. 60. 12, But my Opinion is, that England, Scotland, 
and Trelaud, will then fall off totally and finally frogn the 
Pope, and Church of Rome, And that the King will joyn 
with thoſe other Kings of the Earth, that then ſhall hate 
the Whore ( My{tical-Babylon ) and make her deſolates 
and naked, and (hall cat her fleſh, and burn her ny 
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fre, Rev. 17.16. As God hath Revealed and declared 
they ſhall do. 

And in the Earthquake were ſlain of Men ( of Name ) 
ſeven thouſand, Nanics of Men (a) that is, « great 
Number of Roman Grandees, renowned Papiſts, Cardi- 
nals, Prelates, and Romiſh Clergy-Men ; Popiſh-Bithops, 
Prieſts, &e, And the Remnant were affrighted, and gave 
Glory to the God of Heaven, The Remnant, that ix, 
the Reſt of the Mcn of Name, which were not Killed 
in this Earthquake, were afrighted, that is, ama- 
w and Converted from Popery, to the Glory of 

od.

The ſecond We is paſt, behold, the the third Woe co- 
meth quickly. 


When this ſecond W O E( which was to happen to the 
Tnhabitcrs of the Earth, Rev. $8.13. ) is paſt; then we 
are come to the Period of the ſecond principal Viſion, 
ro wit, of the Seven Trumpets, whereof tix have been 
Sounded by their reſpeQive Angels: And the S:venth 
Angel is ready to Sound, ,whereupon quickly followeth 
the third WOE. Behold the third WOE cometh, 
(b) quickly, that is, without any delay, Math. 5.2. 
without any Intermifſion of Time, Math. 28.7. Even 
as ſoon as the ſecond WOE is paſt, behold the third 
WO E cometh ſpeedily, ſuddenly, and quickly. This 
third WOE Trumpet muſt be Sounded by the Seventh 
Angel. The Fifth Angel Sounded, and «one WOE 
pattz Rev.g. 1, 12, The Sixth Angel Sounded, and 
the ſecond WOE paſt; Rev. 9.13, & 11.14. And 
when the Seventh Angel begins to Sound there ſhall 
be Time no Longer ( as Chritt hath Sworn, Rev. 10, 
$,6, 7.) unto the Roman-Papal-Beaſt : for then the 
forty two Months of his Reigning- Power, Rev. 13. 1. 5. 
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Chriſts Sackeloth Witneſſes, Rev. 11. 3. will be fully 
Ended : and then the Kingdoms of this World will 
ſucceſſively one after another become the Kingdom oft 
Chrilt, as herc followeth in the 15. verſe of this Chap- 
ter : And then this chird WOE follows immediately , 
which containeth the zhird principal Viſion, to wit, the 
Seven Vials of the Wrath of God, which are the (even 
lack Plagues, that are to be pourcd forth upon the Ro- 
man-Papal-Kingdom, Myſtical- Babylon, the Beaſt, the 
Whore, and the falſe Prophet . Rev. 14. 8, 9, 10, 11. & 
ITS. I. 7.16. 1.10. and the 18. Chapter of this Book of the 
Revelation; verſ(. 2.8. 21. 

Now although I have a very honourable eſteem of 
thoſe godly and Learned Expolitors of this Book of the 
Revelation, who have declared their Judgments and 
ſome Reaſons thereof, viz. That ſeveral of thoſe Scven 
Vials have bin poured out upon Myltical- Babylon, and 
upon the Kingdom of the Beaſt ; Yet notwithſtanding 
all that they have faid, I do humbly confeſs, that I am 
not of their Minds, but do rather think, That noxe of 
thoſe ſeven Vials are yet prured ont. And the Scripture 
Grounds which I humbly Submit to the Judgment of 
the judicious Reader for my Opinion in this Mattes 
are, 
Firſt, Becauſe the Temple of the Tabernacle of the 
Teſtimony in Heaven is not opened ; out of which Tem- 
ple the Seven Angels muſt come, who are to pour out 
thoſe Seven Vials of the Wrath of God, Rev. 15. 5, 6, 7. 
The opening of the Temple is the Reftoring the Church 
of God on Earth unto its Apoſtolical Conltitutions, and 
Primicive Purity of Worſhip, and Spiritual-Gitts, and 
_ unto Chriſts Eccleſiaſtical Government which is not yct 
done. 

Secondly, Becauſe the Second WO E is not yet paſt, 
and therefore the third WO E, ( which are the Seven 
Vials of the Wrath of God as hath been fully proved ) 
is not yet come, Rev. 11.14. That the ſecond -W OE 
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refſes have not yct fined their Teſtimony for the King» 
dom of Chrift ( which muſt be preached in all the World, 
for a Witneſ; to all Nations, Math. 24. 14+) they are not 
yet Killed, they are not yet Riſen, nor Alcended, but are 
yet Propheſying in their $2ckcluth Condition until their 
1260, Prophetical Daics be ended. 

Thirdly, Becanſe the Seventh Angel hath nor yet be- 
gun to Sound, Rev. 11.15, For then, and not ill then 
thoſe Vials of Gods Wrath and laſt Plagues are to be 
poured forth one after another, as is Revealed in the 
whole 16. Chapter of this Prophelie., As the Seventh 
Seal uſhered in the Seven Trumpets, Rev. 8,1, 6, So 
the Seventh Angel Sounding uſhers in the ſeven Vials, and 
brings in the Diſvenſation of the Kingdom ofChriſi( which 
is not yet come !and the Opening of the Temple of Gcd in 
Heaven, { which is #ot yet done) Kev.11.15--19.And out of 
the Temple (ſhall come the Seventh Angel having thoſe Se- 
ven lalt Plagues, Rev. 15.5,6,7.And alter all theſe Things 
( then, and not i111 tben ) they axe Commanded by a great 
voice from Heaven, Saying to them, Go your waies, and 
pour out the Vials of the Wrath of God upon the Earth, 
Kev, 16. 1, 2. | 

Fourthly, Becauſe, Theſe Laſt Plagues come upon My- 
ſtical- Babylon in One Day, Death and Mourning, and 
Famin ; and ſhe (hall be utterly burnt with tire, for 
ſirong is the LO RD that judgeth her, Compare Rev. 
17.1.16. with Rep. 18.2.5. 8.2t. Anda Mighty Au- 
gel tock, up a Stone like a great Milſtone, and coſt it into 
the Sea, ſaying, Thus with violence (hall that great City 
Babylon be thrown down, and ſhall be found no mare at all

Diſpenſation of the ſixth Trumpet, and the ſecond 
WOE, for the boly City is trodden under foot of the Gen- 
tiles fill, Rev. 11.2. The faithful Witnefles of Chriſt 
ſtill Prophecic in Sackcloth, Rev. 11.3, And they are 
about to Finiſh their Tejflimony, Rev. 11.7. And the 
very next Diſpenſation of this ſecond W O E Trumpet 
will be a Myſtical War againſt the Witneſſes of Chritt by 
the Beaſt, who will overcome them and kill them, as 
hath been proved in the Expoſition of the ſeventh verſe 1 
And as ſoon as the ſecond W OE is paſt, the Seventh An- 
gel will Sound his ebird W OE Trumpet, Rev. 11. 14, 
15, &,. Scethe Expolition of 11, 12, 13, and 14. ver- 
ſes.

20.-mbich IS, and which I AS, 
and which IS TO COME, The ALMIGHTY 
Kev. 1, 5.8. This great Power, 3s All Power in Hea- 
ven, and on Earth, Math.28.18, By Chriſt bis taking 
this great Power to Himſelf, we are to underſtand is meant 
the Execution of Chriti's Kirgly Puwer on Earth, there- 
fore it followeth, Aud haſt Keigned. Though the LORD 
Icſus Chriſt had this great Puwer given him of his Fa- 
ther before, Math. 28, 18, Yet HE hath ſuffered o- 
ther\Lords to have Dominion over his People. As God 
ſuffered the Kings of the Nations to have Dominion over 
his People Iſ#4el of old, Nehe. g. 36, 37. So the LOKD 
]:ſus Chritt hath Suffered the Princes of the Gentiles to 
exerciſe Domircion over his Saints, Math, 20, 25, The 
Siints at Rome, Rom, 13. 1,2,3,7. allo the Saints (cat- 
t. red throughout Pontus, Galatia, and other Gentile 
Countries, were exhorred to ſubmit themſclves to their 
Kingly Government, 1 Pet.2.13, £4--17. For ſo is the 
Will of Ged, vcrſe 15. But the LOR D Jelus Chritt, 
Who is the Prince of the Kings if the Farth, Rev. 1. 5. 
will in his Time (hew himſclt tobe the Only POTE N- 
TATE, 1 Tim. 6.13, 14, 15- by taking unto himſelf 
his great Power, and Reigning on Earth. And Chriſt 
will then put down all Rule, and 3ll Authority, and 
Power, that are his Enemies, 1 Cor. 15. 24,25. For

15, 16,17, And the 
Kings of the earth, and the great men, and the rich men, 
and the chief captaines and the mighty men, and every 
bond-man, and every free-man, hid themſelves in the 
dennr and ia the rocks of the mountainr, And ſaid to the 
mountains and rocks, Fall on uw, and hide us from the 
face of bim that ſitteth on the throne, and from the wrath 
of the Lamb : For the great day of bis wrath is come, and 
who ſhall be able to ſtand.
